The pomp and ceremony actually began 
nearly two weeks ago with the launching of the 
Flotilla which is transporting the International 
Canoe Federation flag across Maryland, from the 
state's oldest city, St. Mary’s, to the youngest area 
of the state, Western Maryland. However, tonight is 
when the excitement will really begin to swell, with 
the arrival of the flag at Frostburg State University 
and the opening ceremony for the 1989 World 
Whitewater Championships. 

The significance of this event to Garrett County 
and the entire state cannot be over emphasized. The 
publicity about the '89 World's has often included the 
statement ‘“‘The World is Coming to Garrett 
County!"’, a claim that, in a sense, is accurate. 
Athletes and coaches from over two dozen of the 
world’s greatest nations have come to compete on 
one of the finest, possibly the finest, whitewater 
racing rivers in the world — OUR river, the Savage.

Not only does all of this signficance add to the 
excitement, but it also instills a genuine sense of 
pride in those of us who call Garrett County home. It 
emphasizes that we live in a unique, special place on 
God's earth. The sport itself is one of grace and 
beauty, which are also appropriate adjectives to 
describe the Savage River itself and the wilderness 
that borde.s it 

It has also been gratifying and another source of 
pride that se much of the work being done for the 
event is by Garrett County volunteers.

TELLING MARYLAND'S STORY 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

During the next two weeks, I will be travelling through 
Europe with other Maryland state officials and business leaders 
on an ‘‘economic trade mission."’ That title sounds a little dry but 
it is really a very good description of our trip to Belgium, France, 
The Netherlands, and West Germany. We are literally 
undertaking a ‘‘mission"’ to sell Maryland businesses, Maryland 
products, and Maryland's attractions to the Northern European 
market 

This will be my fourth trip out of the country since becoming 
governor two and a half years ago. We have made similar trips to 
Canada, England, the Soviet Union, and the Far East. And we 
have returned from each trip with the certainty that we have 
accomplished something, that we have opened new markets for 
Maryland products and created new jobs for Maryland workers 
Moreover, on every trip, I have been overwhelmed by the warmth 
and hospitality of everyone we meet when they find out we are 
from Maryland. It seers that everyone the world over has heard 
about our great state! 

This trip is a very high priority for Maryland. The European 
market is very, very important to us. Taken as a whole, Europe is 
Maryland's largest trading partner. Imports and exports from 
Europe accounted for almost $9 billion in trade activity at the 
Port of Baltimore in 1987. Even more significantly, the goods and 
services Maryland firms provided to European customers 
resulted in more than 17,000 jobs last year 

This is a crucial time in trade relations with European 
countries. On January 1, 1992, the twelve European nations will 
consolidate their trade policies to create a single market. The 
European community will eliminate all internal trade barriers 
and establish a single set of trade regulations. These changes 
could have far-reaching effects on Maryland firms doing business 
with European companies. In my experience, there is no 
substitute for talking with foreign officials directly. We have 
scheduled a number of meetings with European community 
business and trade officials to learn as much as possible about 
how these changes will affect Maryland firms 

We have a number of special — and productive — activities 
planned for the trip. While in Belgium, our group will attend a 
seminar exploring new areas for cooperation between Maryland 
high technology firms and universities and those in the Walloon 
region of Belgium 

We will also visit Rotterdam, Baltimore's sister city, to meet 
with Dutch business leaders and tour the city's port facilities and 
World Trade Center. Ports are high on our list of attractions in 
Europe. We will spend a day in Bremen, West Germany, visiting 
their port facilities. The Port of Baltimore has close ties with 
Bremen and we want to promote more business between the two 
port cities 

I am especially looking forward to our visit to the Paris Air 
Show. Although it is not generally recognized as such, Maryland 
is a leader in the aeronautical industry. Many Maryland-based 
companies including Westinghouse Electronics Systems Group, 
Martin Marietta, Conatec, Inc., and Halethrope Extrusions, Inc 
will be exhibiting at this prestigious air show, and we will be on 
hand to learn more about their activities and promote sales of 
Maryland-made products 

We are taking a little bit of Maryland with us. While we're in 
Frankfurt, we will sponsor a real Maryland crab feast for 
German businessmen and women involved in the tourism and air 
cargo industry. I can’t think of a better way to entice visitors to 
the state of Maryland than to introduce them to steamed

Kayak — Competitor sits in the boat and uses a double bladed 
paddle 
Canoe — Competitor kneels in a decked boat similar to a 


kayak and uses a single bladed paddle 
In addition to individual classes, team races are conducted 
and provide exciting spectator entertainment. Three boats of the 
same class comprise a team. Team races are particularly 
interesting as the boats are generally within 15 seconds of each 
other. Timing is calculated by total elapsed time from the start of 
the first boat to the finish of the last boat 
The Savage races are run according to International Canoe 
Federation rules. All competitors compete in one of the four

THE OLYMPIC SPORTS 
Canoe/kayak competition made its Olympic debut as a 
demonstration sport in 1924 during the VIIIth Olympiad in Paris 
Only the U.S. and Canada competed that year, but by 1936 the 
number of nations participating had jumped to 2 and 
canoe/kayak was added to the Olympic program permanently 
l'raditionally, flatwater sprint racing has been the only canoeing 
discipline on the Olympic program. in 1972, however, whitewater 
slalom was introduced and despite its positive and enthusiastic 
reception, it has not appeared since. Finally, at its September, 
1988 meeting, the International Olympic Committee elected to 
bring whitewater slalom back and in 1992, Barcelona will host 
both flatwater sprint and whitewater slalom canoe/kayak racing 
THE EVENTS 
Flatwater Sprint 
Races are contested on calm water for distances of 500 or 
1,000 meters. In World Championship competition, 5,000 to 10,000 
meter races are added to the program. Men compete at all 
distances in single and double canoes, and single, double and four- 
person kayaks. Women compete in single, double and four-person 
kayaks at the 500 meter distance. Paddlers line up at the start of a

Whitewater Slalom 
Races are contested on natural rivers or man-made courses 
of whitewater rapids. For a championship race, a series of 25 
gates’ is extended over 600 meters and paddlers must 
maneuver through all of the gates, which can be either upstream 
or downstream, without touching.

Wildwater 
Although wildwater racing is not on the Olympic program, 
many of the athletes competing in the Olympic discipline got their 
start through wildwater paddling. The U.S. Canoe & Kayak Team 
supports the wildwater program because of its potential as a 
“feeder” systern. Wildwater racers also paddle on whitewater 
rapids, but the object is speed. The boats are started at fixed 
intervals and the boat with the fastest time wins. Like slalom 
racing, men paddle single and double canoes and single kayaks 
while women paddle single kayaks only 
THE ATHLETES 
Elite-level canoeists and kayakers embody the char- 
acteristics of the well<jefined bodybuilder, the powerful weight- 
lifter and the well-conditioned marathon runner. These athletes 
are intensely competitive and highly skilled. It takes years of 
training for a paddler to become internationally or even 
nationally competitive. Though their backgrounds are extremely 
diverse, canoe/kayak paddlers all share the same grit, 
motivation and dedication to sport.

ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 

The U.S. Canoe & Kayak Team (USCKT) is an independent 
non-profit corporation established to recruit, train and support 
athletes to compete in the Olympic Games in flatwater sprint and 
whitewater slalom canoe/kayak. The USCKT is recognized by the 
American Canoe Association, the national governing body for 
canoesport, and the United States Olympic Committee as the 
organization with responsibility and authority to carry out the 
national governing body functions which relate to the Olympic 
canoe and kayak disciplines. The USCKT is sponsored by 
Champion International Corporation, a paper and wood products 
company headquartered in Stamford, Conn 

MEMBERSHIP BASE 

The USCKT serves a membership of approximately 900 
athletes and officials who have a direct interest in the Olympic 
sports of canoe/kayak. According to a canoeing trade organi- 
zation, more than 17 million Americans canoe or kayak each year 
at the recreational level. Currently, no single canoeing organi 
zation reaches or serves a significant number of these paddlers

In addition, the committee has 
had to recruit nearly every 
certified judge in the U.S. for 
the competition, remarked 
Fetchero 

Hough, who was race chair- 
man for the 1986 U.S. White- 
water Slalom Team trials, 
shares Fetchero's enthusiasm 
to see the races get underway 
Although organizing a world- 
class sporting event has meant 
much time and energy ex- 
pended, Hough says he adheres 
to a ‘never say never” attitude 
and views the event as not only 
a challenge, but as a triumph 

Fetchero praised his volun- 
teer committee for their work 
over the past three years. ‘‘This 
whole thing is about volunteers 


Without them it couldn't be 
done,"’ he said 
An avid kayaker and ICF 


judge, Fetchero has been in 
volved with whitewater sports 
for more than 20 years. In addi 
tion to racing, he also was guide 
on the Cheat River, race 
organizer, and trip leader.

Garretts Same 


The overall turkey kill for the 
state of Maryland during the 
spring season (April and May) 
was down slightly, primarily 
of several weeks of 
almost steady rain. However 
the kill for Garrett County was 
identical to the 1988 total of 271, 
according to the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources 

There were 956 birds 
harvested in the state,

NUTRITIONAL ANALYSIS OF YOUR DIET BY COMPUTER 


During recent nutrition, diet 
and disease programs, and 
Homemakers’ Leader training 
on “Vitamins in Your Diet," 
most agreed that it is very dif- 
ficult to know how adequate 
daily food intake is concerning 


adequate nutrition 


A periodic menu-entry ap 
proach is extremely helpful in 
evaluating the completeness of 
specific diets 


Extension Home Economics 
has a new computer USDA 
Dietary Analysis Program that 
provides a quick and easy-to 
use nutritional analysis of a 
reported diet. The program 
checks for 28 nutrients and food 
components using up to three 
days of reported food intakes 
The standard output produced 
by the Dietary Analysis Pro- 
gram consists of a complete list 
of foods and quantities 
reported. Bar graphs show the 
percentage of the user's RDA 
(Recommended Dietary 
Allowance 1980) for 15 
nutrients. It also shows the per- 
cent of calories coming from 
protein, 


saturated fatty acids and 
alcohol. The printout also 
reports data for single nutrients 
and components of interest to 
the user 

The data base includes 
approximately 850 commonly 
used foods. infant formulas and 
infant foods are not included 

After filling out the personal 
food intake form and mailing or 
bringing it to the Cooperative 
Extension office, the par- 
ticipant will receive a computer 
printout detailing: the con- 
sumed food items, their 
nutritional value and com- 
parison with established RDA 
Suggestions on how to make 
healthier food choices and lists 
of major food sources of the 
nutrients analyzed in the diet 
There will also be packets of 
informational Extension 
material and commercial 
brochures containing recipes

Medical Insurance Options After Job Termination 


Most of us rely on group 
health insurance to ease the 
problem of increasing medical 
costs. We may complain that 
the premium for group family 
coverage continues to increase 
while coverage declines, but we 
pay the bill knowing that group 
health coverage is the least 
expensive way to buy health 
insurance. But what alterna- 
tives do we have if we lose our 
job? 

First, check out the pos- 
sibility of being covered on a 
spouse's group health 
insurance. See if and when your 
spouse could add you to 
coverage through his/her 
employer. Many places have 
limited ‘‘open enrollment” 
periods 

Second, see about converting 
your group health to an 
individual policy. Some kind of 
conversion is usually available 
You may be able to keep cur- 
rent coverage, but you can 
expect to pay the full costs

Third, comparison shop for 
the best deal in individual 
coverage. Individual health 
insurance is very expensive 
Generally, it is wiser to choose 
a large deductible so as to lower 
premium costs. It is better to 
have coverage against very 
serious medical events and to 
self-insure against routine 
medical expenses 

Many group policies offer 
continued coverage for a 
limited time period following 
job termination. For example, 
you may be covered for an addi- 
tional 30 days after your last 
working day. If you are 
fortunate to secure a job within 
30 days, you could have con- 
tinuous group coverage. The

Shortcake: 

1% cups all-purpose flour 

% cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 

4 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

‘2 teaspoon salt 

‘2 teaspoon nutmeg 

4 teaspoon allspice 

% cup (1 stick) butter 

1 cup milk 

Custard: 

4 cup sugar 

% cup all-purpose flour 

¥q teaspoon salt 

2 cups milk 

2 eggs, beaten 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

4 teaspoon almond extract 

4 cups (5-6 medium) sliced fresh peaches, 
sweetened, or 3 packages (10 ounces each) frozen 
sliced peaches, thawed and drained 

For shortcake: 

Preheat oven to 450°F. Combine flour, brown 
sugar, baking powder, cinnamon, salt, nutmeg and 
allspice in a large bowl. Cut in butter until mixture 
resembles small peas. Stir in milk just until blended 
Turn into a 9-inch buttered round cake pan. Bake 20 to 
25 minutes. Cool in pan or wire rack 5 minutes. Turn 
onto rack and cool completely. 

For custard: 

Combine sugar, flour and salt in a 2-quart heavy 
saucepan. Blend in milk. Cook over medium heat, 
stirring constantly, until mixture boils. Boil and stir 1 
minute, stir a small amount of hot mixture into eggs 
Return all to saucepan. Cook over low heat 1 minute 
Stir in butter. Cool slightly. Stir in vanilla and almond 
extracts, cover and cool. 

To serve: 

Split shortcake in half horizontally. Place bottom 
half on serving plate, spread about 1% cups custard 
on bottom half. Cover with top half of cake, top with 
remaining custard. Arrange some peaches on top 
Spoon remaining peaches over each serving. Yield: 8 
to 10 servings.

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BST: How Will It Affect 
The Dairy Industry? 


Bovine Somatotropin (BST) 

is it one of the best things to 
happen to the dairy industry, or 
one of the worst? The jury is 
still out, according to dairy 
industry spokesmen. It's 
clearly a_ biotechnological 
breakthrough, said Dr. J. Lee 
Majeskie, dairy specialist at 
The University of Maryland and 
member of the national New 
Dairy Technologies Education 
Committee. He cautions, how- 
ever, that the success of BST, 
and whether its impact on the 
market and the dairy industry 
will be good or bad, is up to 
individual dairymen 

There will be

no great 


impact . said 
Majeskie, ‘‘unless farmers add 
cows! BST should be used like 
any other management tool 
Farmers should use it to feed 
less cows and do a better job 

it should be used to get more 
milk efficiently from what they 
already have.” 

Bovine somatotropin 
milk yield and feed 
efficiency in lactating cattle 
These facts are well docu- 
mented for short and long term 
studies with differing breeds 
and under many different 
management schemes and 
environmental conditions 
Collectively, among the studies 
conducted by universities and 
the four companies pursuing 
the marketing of BST ( Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Company 
Elanco Products Company 
Monsanto Agricultural 


in-

men with 40 cows, or those with 
400 cows, the response will be 
the same."’ 

BST, or its effect on the 
market, is not expected to put 
any farmers out of business 
Majeskie says, ‘‘A look at the 
data since 1970 shows a general 
trend for dairymen to go out of 
the business for 
reasons. In theory, there will be 
no extra dairymen going out of 
business because of this. In 
fact, it will make them more 
efficient, better producers.’ 

Research has also shown that 
the adoption of BST will add no 
more stress to dairy cows than 
any other push for higher 
production euch as lead feeding 
of three-times-a-day milking 
What separates BST from feed- 
ing according to production or 
3X milking is that it produces 
an immediate increase in milk 
yield 

Rumored to be on the market 
soon, it now appears that late 
next year may be the earliest 
that BST will become available 
for use by producers. Majeskie 
reported that at a recent meet- 
ing of the New Dairy Tech- 
nologies (NDT) Committee in 
St. Louis, Mo., the National 
Health Institute and the four 
pharmaceuticals involved in 
the manufacture of BST dis 
cussed with the committee 
pressures they are receiving 
from many areas the fore- 
most being consumer 
ception

pany), thousands of cattle have 
been administered BST with no 
reports of catastrophic 
metabolic diseases despite 
large increases in milk yield 

Researchers feel this is even 
more impressive considering 
the fact that feed intake 
responses to BST are generally 
five to eight weeks behind the 
increases in milk yield 

BST, a naturally occurring 
protein, has been known to 
scientists for 50 years. It was 
suspected that BST would in- 
crease milk production in dairy 
cows, but the scarcity and 
expense of the natural BST pre- 
vented definitive experiments 
Natural BST had to be 
extracted from the pituitary 
gland of slaughtered animals 
Then, in 1980 the availability of 
synthetically produced BST 
allowed dairy scientists at 
Cornell University to begin 
extensive studies to address the 
relationship between BST and 
milk production. Work at 
Cornell and other institutions 
established that injected BST 
will increase average milk 
production per cow by 15 to #0 
percent 

Monsanto reports their 
research to show that only a .2 
to .6 percent increase in total 
milk production will be seen 
nationally, because all farmers 
will not use BST 

BST is not for all people, and 
not for all said Dr 
Majeskie, who stressed again 
that it is just another manage- 
ment tool, and must go hand-in- 
hand with nutrition, reproduc- 
tion, and economic manage- 
ment on the farm. ‘On a farm 
with 100 cows, the dairyman 
will probably be using it on 10,’ 
Majeskie said 

One problem for dairymen 
using BST will be the daily 
injections required to treat 
their cattle. Majeskie says that 
he is not sure how much work 
has been done in areas of 
implant research, but he does 
know that Monsanto is working 
on a 14-day, slow-release injec- 
tion. He says, however, that be 
cause of the very adequate data 
collected by the American 
Cyanamid Company, their daily 
injection BST could be the first 
to be approved for the market

A favorable domestic demand 
for milk and milk products ap- 
pears to be in store for 1989. The 
prime behind the 
strong demand are: 1) real dis 
posable income should be up 
about four percent, 2) the 
annual growth rate in the 
economy should be about four 
percent and 3) unemployment 
has dropped over five percent 

Economic conditions in the 
east should follow the same

ing upward. A low milk-feed 
ratio has slowed output gains 
compared to the large surges in 
the past few years 

Milk Cow 
Replacement Ratio 

The milk cow replacement 
ratio, (i.e. the number of 500 
pound replacements per 100 
cows), currently is 39.9. While 
this is the lowest since 1981, it is 
still favorable enough to permit 
producers to add to the milking 
herd. One negative factor that 
should encourage producers to 
add replacements is the high 
cost of cull cows (cows sent to 
slaughter). Some producers 
may elect to replace lower pro- 
ducing cows with fresh replace- 
ments

The graph above shows the average 


percentage increase of various food groups during 1988. Of the major food categories, milk and milk 
product prices remained the most stable, posting an increase of 8.3 percent. During this same period 
prices for fruits and vegetables rose 38.7 percent; cereal and bakery products, 22.1 percent; food at

In the latter part of 1988, pro- 
ducer prices escalated wel! 
above year-earlier levels and 
were the highest since 1984. The 
increase in farm milk prices re- 
sulted from tight market condi- 
tions due to relatively low com- 
mercial stocks 

During the first half of 1989, 
farm milk prices are expected 
to decline, due primarily to 
seasonal factors and the high 
year-end prices. In the second 
half, the price of milk will be a 
function of the domestic and the 
international markets 

Prices to dairy producers in 
the east should follow the same 
general trend. However, some 
improvement could be forth- 
coming in the southeast due to 
stronger market demands.

Retail Prices 

Although the average U.S. re- 
tail price of milk was up about 
2.2 percent, it is still below the

Average retail milk and milk 
product prices in the east 
should follow the national trend 
Boosted by strong national and 
regional advertising, pro- 
motion, and education pro- 
grams, the positive upward 
trend for product sales could be 
greater in the east 

Retail dairy product prices 
are expected to peak in early

Many times this alfalfa is 
forgotten. Decisions to treat can be made prior to the appearance 
of damage if fields are checked on a regular basis. To assess 
leafhopper population, take at least five sets of 20 sweeps with a 
standard 15 inch sweep net in representative areas of the field 
Carefully examine the contents of the sweep net and count the 
number of adults and nymphs per 100 sweeps. Control action is 
recommended if leafhopper counts exceed 20 per 100 sweeps in 
under 3 inch alfalfa, 50 per 100 sweeps in 4-6 inch alfalfa, 100 per 
100 sweeps in 7-12 inch alfalfa. Treatments must be applied before 
yellowing begins. If stunted, yellowed plants appear as a result of 
leafhopper injury, the fields should be harvested rather than

Wet Weather Diseases 
You can expect plant diseases to be more abundant this year 














due to the wet, cool weather. One problem that many vegetable 
producers are having is Rhizoctonia Root Rot of Beans. This 


disease is caused by a soil fungus and is characterized by a water- 


soaked stem rot near the soil line, which in new seedlings results 
in wilt and death. More commonly, slightly sunken reddish-brown 
stem cankers appear near the soil line. As the inner stem tissue is 
invaded, it becomes brick red. Also the roots, in most cases, are 


rotted off. There is no cure for the disease. If you're replanting, I 


would suggest that you change locations 
Soil Preparation/F ertilization 


for Growing Cauliflower 


Cauliflower grows best in fertile, well-drained soil with high 
organic matter and a pH of 6.5 Cauliflower requires 100 to 150 
pounds of nitrogren per acre and 25 to 100 pounds of phosphate 


and potash, depending on the fertility level already in the soil 
Before you apply any fertilizer or lime, have your soil tested 


For soils with a medium level of phosphate and potash, the 
following fertilizer applications is recommended 

*500 pounds 10-10-10 broadcast before transplanting 

*500 pounds 10-10-10 sidedressed two to three weeks after 


transplanting 


*25 pounds of nitrogen as a sidedress five to six weeks after 


transplanting

Supreme Court 
To Tackle “Rails 
To Trails” Issue 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 
agreed to rule on whether land 
abandoned by railroads should 
revert back to adjacent land 
owners or be converted to 
public trails 

Farmers and other affected 
landowners claim the ‘Rails to 
Trails'’ law which allows 
abandoned railroad easements 
to be converted to public trails 
is unconstitutional and results 
in taking of land without corm- 
pensation. Now for the first 
time, the U.S. Supreme Court 
has agreed to hear the land- 
owners’ complaints 

Farm Bureaus throughout the 
country are fighting what they 
call this ‘‘unconstitutional’’ 
misappropriation of property 
rights allowed in the National 
Trails Systems Act, said 
Richard Krause, assistant 
counsel for the American Farm 
Bureau Federation 

“We have been fighting the 
illegal ‘taking’ of private 
property for several years and 
have been having some 
success,"’ he said. ‘We now 
have two briefs before the U.S 
Supreme Court that should 
decide the issue once and for 


all.”

The Missouri Farm Bureau 
and Citizens to Preserve 
Property Rights also filed a 
friend of the court’ brief in 
this case.

“In order to negate property 
rights that are defined by valid 
easements and protected by 
state law, it was necessary for 
Congress to make the illogical 
and inherently contradictory 
finding that recreational trails 
were a ‘railroad use.’ The utter 
nonsense of such a markedly 
unsupported statement is in 
itself enough to expose the true 
meaning and intent of the 
‘Rails-to-Trails’ law,"’ the 
Missouri brief concluded 

Krause said the issue was 
carried to the U.S. Supreme 
Court following an ‘‘erroneous"’ 
decision in the Second Circuit 


Court that ‘blatantly and 
cavalierly trampled’’ the 
property rights of private 
citizens 


He said that, unless reversed, 
the Second Circuit's decision 
upholding the ‘confiscation of 
reversionary interests of 
private landowners would 
signal the beginning of the end 
of protections afforded by the 
Fifth Amendment prohibition 
against taking private property 
for public use without just 
compensation."’

Chemical Spill 
At Friendsville 
Well Contained 


A chemical! spill occurred last 
Thursday 
10:30 p.m. in the parking lot of 


June 15, shortly after 


the Route 48 rest area at 
Friendsville 
A truck, containing 64 


55-gallon drums of chemicals 
was transporting a load from 
Petrolite Chemical, Webster 
Grove, Missouri, to Petrolite 
Corporation, Eddystone, Penn- 
sylvania, when a leak in one of 
the drums occurred. Eight dif- 
ferent types of petroleum 
industry-related chemicals 
were on board the truck, 
however only one drum was 
leaking chemicals. The total 
spill involved 20-25 gallons of 
the chemical Xylene 

According to a spokesman 


from BVER Environmental, 
Inc., Chester, West Virginia, 
Xylene is considered a 


moderate fire risk and is toxic 
by ingestion and inhalation. It 
can be toxic through skin con- 
tact, as well. The spokesman 
stated that Xylene is similar to 
substances found in paint thin- 
ner or some types of enamel 
paint

ment, Northern Rescue Squad, 
State Highway Patrol, and the

spill were well underway within 
an hour. At approximately 12:30 
a.m. the Garrett County Air 
Cascade arrived.

They 
along with members of the fire 
department and the State 
Highway Patrol, covered the 
spill with sand and a chemical 
absorbent. BVER Environmen- 
tal, Inc., arrived to complete 
clean-up efforts at 8:30 a.m 
Employees of BVER cleaned up 
the parking area and the truck 
repacked one drum, and slup- 
ped all materials containing 
chemical resiaue back to the 
manufacturer for disposal 
Emergency personnel re- 
mained on the scene for over 12 
hours According to a 
spokesman for BVER En- 
~ his allele ae the. Uneuent 
was handled very well by local 
emergency people prior to the 
arrival of its employees. There 
will be no residual environmen- 
tal effects from the Xylene spill

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Arrival Of Russian Athletes Sparks Curiosity; 


Garrett County Couple Serving As Hosts 


The arrival of the long 
awaited 1989 World's 
Whitewater Canoe/Kayak 
Championships has brought 
athletes from 2 nations to 
compete in the events being 
held on the raging waters of the 


Savage River in Garrett 
County. However, the event 
that has sparked the most 


curiosity is the arrival of Soviet 
Union athletes to compete in the 
slalom competition. One 
Garrett County couple is 
experiencing the opportunity to 
find, first-hand, what the people 
of the Soviet Union are like 

Mikhail Gorbachev's new 
policy of Glasnost, the addition 
of canoe and kayak slalom 
racing in the 1992 Olympics, and 
the exchange program 
conducted with the American 
team last summer can all be 
attributed to the arrival of the 
Soviet team in America for the 
races 

Bill Endicott, coach of the 
U.S. team, and several of the 
U.S. athletes went to Russia last 
August as part of an exchange 
program with the Soviets 

Since whitewater sports have 
not been a part of the Olympic 
events since 1972, the 
government in Russia did not 
provide many funds for 
whitewater sports, so their 
equipment was very much out 
of date. The U.S. tearm was able 
to provide much help in training 
the Russian whitewater 
athletes, as well as give some 
help in the design of their boats 

Our equipment is not as 

good as the American 
competitors. Our boats break a 
lot. The Americans, Cathy and 
David Hearn, have lent us some

(Russian equivalent of the FBI) 
with them, but the trainers 
work for the government also 
“Everything has gone well 
though. The coaches are very 
careful about their physical 
conditions. For instance, we 
wanted to take the athletes 
water-skiing, but the coaches 
wouldn't let them water-ski 
The coaches went skiing, but 
they won't let the athletes do 
anything physically demanding 
where they might get hurt 
They are very interested in 
American culture. We gave 
them magazines with a lot of 
pictures in them, like Life and 
National Geographic. They 
really amazed at the 
pictures in Life magazine 
showing the damage from the

‘But I think that one of the 
athletes has about $200 with 
him. He asked me about buying 
a video camera to take back to 
Russia, but I had to tell him that 
you can’t even begin to buy a 
video camera for $200. I guess 
they have video recorders 
there, but the cameras are 
more rare,’ Barbara said 


“One thing that I know that 
really amazes them is how 
much space there is. In 
Moscow, they all live in 
apartments and it can be pretty 
cramped. Like when we were at 
the Groves’ house, they were 
astounded at how much space 
their family has for just five 
people,’ Barbara said 

The team members will be 
going to Washington, D.C. for 
more sightseeing, then on up to 
Canada to participate in the 
World's Cup 

“Last year it was pretty 
much a last minute thing,” 
Barbara explained the decision 
to host the Russian team. ‘I had 
no knowledge of their customs 
or language, and that presented 
a problem, but it was fun. When 
I decided to do it again this 
year, I had to pick a country 
that I had a knowledge of. I had 
some Russian in high school, 
but I had to do a good bit of 
reviewing. But the knowledge of 
Russian and their customs has 
made it easier for me since I 
can understand some of what 
they are saying." 

“But knowing them and 
speaking with them makes me 
aware of the commonalities 
rather than the differences. It's 
hard to believe that these are 
the people of Russia and to 
think in terms of actually 
dropping a bomb on them,"’ said 
Barbara. ‘It makes me happy 
that Mikhail Gorbachev is 
taking such an initiative to 
reduce arms. The people are

Paul Schelp, describing 


himself as ‘‘interpretator, 
escort and friend,"’ felt that the 
Russians visiting here provides 
a great opportunity to begin to 
correct the misrepresentations 
and misinformations that the 
people of the Soviet Union have 
toward the United States and 
that now some of them will be 
able to form their own ideas 
about the U.S 

“It is a big shock for them to 
see what the U.S. is like. I think 
it pretty much knocked them off 
their feet. Their cars and 
buildings are so old and 
everything is so dark and 
dreary. The service is just not 
as good there as it is here. The 
U.S. is such a freewheeling, 
bright place and there are so 
many contrasting scenes and 
sights here,”’ he said 

“They probably think it is 
pretty organized here, since in 
the U.S.S.R. there are always 
changes in plans, or things don't 
always work there like they do 
here. Like there, an elevator 
may break down, causing 
complete chaos, but that 
doesn't happen here. At least 
not with the same regularity," 
he laughed. ‘“‘They do seem to 
have a lot of freedom here, 
though. I met them at the 
airport and I expected they 
would have at least one alien 
figure with them, so I was 
really surprised when they 
didn't 

The only bad incident so far 
was when one guy was out 
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has a youth exchange program 
with Russia and also does 
rafting and kayaking trips 

‘I like te see exchanges 
occurring, especially between 
younger people because there is 
so much to learn. They are a 
more informed populace and 
are more thinking in terms of 
developing an idea of what the 
US. is like," he said 

Schelp described an incident 
that shows the difference 
between the two countries, ‘We 
were at the Air and Space 
Museurn (at the Smithsonian in 
Washington, D.C.) and 
afterwards we went out to the 
mall to have a picnic. The only 
thing they have similar to the 
mall is the Red Square in 
Moscow and it is all stone and 
concrete. Here there is grass 
and people flying Frisbees, and 
you can't do that there either 

“They were really surprised 
we can fly Frisbees and drink 
beer, well, you can't drink beer 


but we did anyway Schelp 
laughed 

“They have really received 
little support from the 


government (since whitewater 
sports haven't been included in 
the Olympics since 1972) 
Schelp said. ‘‘They continued 
the sport because they liked it 
and it was mainly the initiative 
of the athletes and the 
people that made them continue 
with the sport.’ 

While receiving little support 
from their government, the 
Soviet athletes have persisted 
with whitewater sports because 
they have a genuine love of it 
Their equipment is overweight 
and Schelp explained that they 
have to work on their boats 
every day. But this has not 
stopped them from coming to 
America to observe the 
athletes and to compete in this 
weekend's Olympics 

“We are here to get some 
experience and see the best 
athletes paddle and to find what 
it is like to paddle with the best 
in the world,” said Kuzmin 

Sergei Kuznetsov 
old physicist has 
paddling for 11 years, said that 
there are rivers just like the 
Savage in Russia and attributes 
his group's trip to America & 
Glasnost 

‘I am not a full time athlete 
but it is true that to compete on 
the world level you have to train 
a lot and there won't be so much 
time to work as before. So you 
have to sacrifice something 
he said 

‘It is a great pleasure to train

The remains of the wagon, 
which takes Hector Nations 
back in memory to ‘Old 
Hoover's time,"’ is from the 
farm of Joan Glotfelty Suss- 
man, and the table which is the 
focal point of the passage of 
time from birth to death, is 
from the campsite in Mountain 
Lake Park 

The door of the “barn” is 
from Weber's old greenhouse, 
the door of the root cellar from 
a place atop of Backbone 
Mountain, and the door and 
window frames of the house are 
from the farm of Harold Maust 
near Bittinger

poverty in Garrett 


It was evident that, once again, Garrett County 
was going to be portrayed as the stereotyped 
Appalachian mountain country, where most of the 
inhabitants are uneducated, unemployed, shack 
dwellers. The lady caller assured us that she was 
also going to speak to persons at Deep Creek Lake to 
show the contrast of the standard of living in Garrett 
County; however, we were still uncomfortable, and 
assured her that the great majority of Garrett 
Countians were neither wealthy nor impoverished, 
but middle and upper middle class folks who do have 
good jobs, nice homes, smiles with all teeth intact, 


and yes, even shoes. 


Garrett County is under the world’s microscope 
this week, as print and television media from all 
over the world are here reporting on the Whitewater 
World Championships. There is coverage from over 
a dozen television stations from several countries 
and more than 70 newspapers. NBC Television alone 
has three dozen employees here preparing a full 
hour of coverage that will air on nationwide 


television July 2. 


Such attention is 


indeed exciting, but we 


sincerely hope our media friends will give Garrett 
County a fair shake in terms of what life is really like 


here for the majority of our residents. 


The 


temptation is always there to mis-represent our 
county, which has happened on numerous past 
occasions by large media. Hopefully, if and when the 
attention of the media is momentarily drawn away 
from the Savage River and the athletes, and focused 
upon the area and its people, the many positive 
aspects of life in Garrett County will be highlighted. 


Certainly 


we have our share of poverty and 


problems in Garrett County, just as every area has, 
and we are not suggesting that they should be 
covered up or ignored. But it will accomplish 
nothing to have our ‘‘dirty laundry’’ hung out for the 
world to see, and it would be inaccurate to suggest

Carl Lash, “associate” Tee - 
president of promotion and 
media relations for Whitewater 
Championships, Inc., and the 
executive director of the Sacred 
Heart Foundation, said that 
over 250 representatives of the 
press have been given 
credentials to cover the races 

“Some of the press that 
applied for passes did not 
receive them, so we have re- 
opened the credentialing 
procedure. We didn't want to 
keep any of the press out 

“We have 14 professional 
photographers here, all of 
whom are volunteering for the 
state of Maryland. We have 13 
television stations representing 
the major networks of Great 
Britain, France, West 
Germany, Yugoslavia, as well 
as U.S. stations. There are over 
70 different print media here 
and we have 35 people from 
NBC television here to work on 
the program that they will 
broadcast on July 2.

DO YOU HAVE THE TIME? This question need never be asked in Noel Obenshain’s front yard, 
where a large sundial stands on display. Obenshain designed and built the timepiece, which is 15 feet 
wide and nine feet tall. The vertical piece alone weighs 1,700 pounds 


unusual features, including the 
movable head and neck, which 
can be lowered to the deck with 
the flip of a switch to enable the 
boat to pass under bridges. The 
eyes of ‘The Swan” are red and 
green lights, which serve as 
running lights at night. The tail 
feather has a yellow stern light 
and it can be raised at the push 
of a button. ‘‘The Swan”’ is also 


ramp that folds out for beach 
landings, where docks are 
unavailable 

Aside from the pontoons, the 
boat is constructed of wood and 
waterproof plywood. A quiet 
four-cylinder, four-cycle, 
55-horsepower outboard motor 
is mounted under ‘‘The Swan's" 
tail. The boat can travel up to 
12-15 miles per hour, but 
generally cruises at 67 miles 


per hour 
The boat's horn is unique. At 
the flip of a switch ‘The 


Swan's" beak opens and the 
bird produces a honk from the 
two-tone air horn mounted in its 
head. According to Mr 
Obenshain, ‘‘The horn is 
disturbing to the ornithologists 
of the area, because (the boat) 
looks like a mute swan, but 
sounds like a whistling swan.” 
This is because the boat was 
designed to resemble the mute 
swan, this bird having a grace- 
ful curving neck. However, the 
mute swan, as its name sug- 
gests, does not make a sound 
Although mute swans are not 
native to this area, whistling 
swans do migrate through Gar-

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Farm Organization Horks To Protect 


Farming And Endangered Species 


Farmers should be compen- 
sated if their farming oper- 
ations are affected by federal 
efforts to protect endangered 
species habitat, according to 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation (AF BF) 

More than 500 plants and 
animals are now officially 
recognized by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service as endangered 
or threatened. Another 2,000 
species are being proposed for 
such designation, according to 
Don Rawlins, AF BF director of 
natural and environmental re 
sources 

Farmers and ranchers own 
most of the land on which these 
species are found and the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency is attempting to regu- 
late agricultural practices near 
such habitats, Rawlins said 

To protect the rights of 
farmers and ranchers, Farm 
Bureau will seek federal fi- 
nancial! assistance to help these 
landowners protect and care for 
endangered species.

The nation's colleges of agri 
culture have good news for stu 
dents: there are more jobs than 
there are graduates 

So said deans from seven 
agricultural and 
colleges nationwide who were 
interviewed recently by Purdue 
University’s School of Agri- 
culture to get their assessment 
of the job market for this year's 
class of agricultural graduates 

Although the informal! tele- 
phone survey by Purdue's agri- 
cultural communication service 
did show a decrease again this 
year in the number of agri- 
cultural graduates, it also 
showed more companies are in- 
creasing recruitment activities 
on campus and freshmen en- 
rolled in agricultural studies 
are on the upswing 

J. Patrick Jordan, adminis- 
trator of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Cooperative 
States Research Service, said 
that four of the schools con 
tacted showed an increase in 
their freshmen class over the 
last year. The College of Agri 
culture at Colorado State 
University in Fort Collins 
Colo., led the way with an in 
crease of 25 percent, said 
Jordan 

“It's a more competitive 
market for graduates,"’ said 
Allan D. Goecker, assistant 
dean of agriculture and chief 
agricultural placement official 
at Purdue University’s School 
of Agriculture in West Lafay- 
ette, Ind.

Bypass starting is a general 
term for any start procedure 
other than the normal start pro- 
cedure. For example, shorting 
across the starter solenoid with 
a metal object (such as using a 
screwdriver across the starter 
terminals) or starting a tractor 
with the key from the ground 
are all considered bypass start- 
ing. The problem with by 
passing normal start pro 
cedures is the potential of start- 
ing the tractor in gear, Deere & 
Company officials say, and add 
that the operator may be in- 
jured or killed if the tractor 
abruptly moves 

Bob Avery, manager of prod 
uct support at John Deere, 
explained that the company has 
put together this effort because 
bypass starting is a dangerous 
practice. It places the operator 
on the ground in front of the 
drive wheel of the tractor. If it 
is in gear when bypass started, 
the operator will likely be run 
over. ‘We believe this program 
will drive home the importance 
of starting tractors in the 
proper way and remind oper- 
ators of the danger of bypass 
starting tractors.” 

A personal letter from Avery, 
which outlines this campaign, is 
being sent to John Deere 
customers. The campaign in- 
cludes a free tractor starting- 
system test, a free starter sole- 
noid cover (installed at no 
cost), distribution of pictorial

Trouble with Dogwoods 

During the past few days many of the Dogwood trees have 
been attacked by a fungus disease causing the leaves to turn 
brown. This fungus also infests the tips of branches and often 
causing die-back on the young growth. The extreme wet weather 
we have been having has been ideal for fungus growth. There is 
not much you can do at this point other than removing the 
damaged leaves and branches. The fungicide ‘‘Benomy!]"’ 
sprayed on the healthy leaves may help prevent the spread of the 
disease 

Controlling Diseases in Pepper Plants 

Diseases are ordinarily not a serious problem with pepper 
However, this wet spring has brought forth disease. I have seen 
Bacterial Spot and Anthracnose on pepper plants in the area. The 
symptoms of Bacterial Spot first appear as small irregular 
water-soaked spots on the lower surfaces of leaves. Spots enlarge 
and become purplish gray with black centers. Anthracnose is 
characterized by circular sunken spots on green and ripe fruit 
Prevention is the key for controlling these diseases. | would 
recommend a combination of fixed copper and Maneb as a spray

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PROJECT INDEPENDENCE, Maryland's welfare retorm 
program, was officially kicked off in Garrett County June &, ina 
special program at Will O' the Wisp, Deep Creek Lake. A major 
portion of the program has been underway in Garrett County for 
some time and with positive results, as the county achieved a 10 
percent reduction in the number of welfare recipients over the 


number of recipients of Aid to 
Families With Dependent Chil-

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Freedom And The Flag... 


The Supreme Court has been making a number 
of tough, controversial decisions the past few weeks 
and is currently wrestling with several more that 
are bound to make equally large headlines. Their 
determination that the desecration of the American 
flag is not an illegal act is one that we would like to 
ponder in this column today. 

During World War II it was required that 
American citizens salute the American flag 
whenever they passed by it; that is, until the 
Supreme Court ruled that such a requirement was 
unconstitutional. We suspect that the rationale for 
that decision was the same used by today’s judges on 
the issue of flag burning, and we have decided to go 
way out on a limb this week and suggest that they 
have made a correct decision. 

While we believe that the desecration of an 
American flag in any form is an utterly outrageous, 
reprehensible act, and a slap in the face to the 
millions of Americans who have fought (and died) to 
protect her, we do not believe that respect and 
reverence of anything is something that can or 
should be forced by law. A law-required salute of the 
flag, for example, is hollow and meaningless if the 
feeling of respect and admiration is absent in the 
mind of the person making the salute. 

Secondly, we believe that attempting to force a 
person to respect the flag is an action that 
contradicts the very thing for which the American 
flag represents — freedom. With freedom comes 
concessions. The very first amendment allows all 
citizens to express themselves, to speak against 
their government if they so desire, and yes, even to 
destroy the flag, if it is their own property, to make 
whatever misguided point they want to make. To 
take away that right, or even a piece of it, actually 
harms the flag and what it symbolizes far more than 
the destruction of the material composing that 
symbol. 

Our freedom allows people to do other bizarre, 
distasteful acts, such as sitting on the sidewalk and 
ripping the pages out of the Holy Bible, with the only 
possible legal recourse being an arrest for littering 
or loitering. Yet if laws were made to illegalize such 
acts, it would be a step backward for freedom in this 
country and a step toward forced religion and 
government persecution. 

Again we look to the American home and family 
for the answer. All parents should instruct and 
nurture their children in matters of patriotism and 
respect for the flag, by setting a good example and 
helping them realize what a precious treasure 
liberty is, a treasure for which many have given 
their lives to preserve.

I am sure that you are al- 
ready aware of what has hap- 
pened, but just let me state a 
few interesting facts 

1. Dr. Fiscus, you say, has as- 
sured you that the reorgani- 
zation will be a smooth one. I 
don't see how this is possible 
when six employees have been 
terminated and no one has been 
hired to replace them. (Not to 
mention the personnel that have 
resigned as a direct result of the 
recent changes) 

2. Our first concern should be 
for our children. Of the six psy- 
chologists who were dismissed, 
all but two of them specialized 
and worked mainly with chil- 
dren. Garrett County once had a 
superior Menta! Health Clinic 
We had possibly the only school 
based program in the state 
This program was highly 
praised by the State Board of 
Education, the local Board of 
Education, as well as our 
medical professionals 

3. Dr. Fiscus cites financial 
reasons for cutbacks in staff; 


however, at least three people 
have left the Health Depart- 
ment within the last year who 
have not been replaced. Dr 
Thatcher's contract with the 
Board of Education, which was 
terminated by Dr. Fiscus, 
practically paid his full salary 
Furthermore, the consultants 
from West Virginia University 
were more cost efficient than 
any state employee due to the 
fact that they were not paid 
benefits. Also, these same psy- 
chologists were seeing more 
clients in one day than some full 
time employees would see in a 
week. 

4. It has been said, and I have 
observed, that the atmosphere 
at the Mental Health Clinic, 
among the remaining 
employees, is one of fear and 
intimidation.

Combine all ingredients in a blender. Blend on 
high speed until mixture is almost pureed, but still 
has flecks of spinach and parsley. If too thick, add a 
small amount of water. Toss with 1 pound of cooked 
spaghetti. The heat from the spaghetti warms the 
sauce. Yield: 6 servings. 


FRUIT BAVARIAN 

1 16-ounce can crushed pineapple, or 1 10-ounce 

package frozen strawberries, or 1 10-ounce 

package frozen raspberries 
1 envelope plain gelatin 
1 cup low-fat yogurt (pineapple, strawberry or 

raspberry flavored) 
1 egg white 

Soak the gelatin in “4 cup of cold water. Drain the 

fruit well. Reserve % cup of the juice, adding water if 
necessary.

WHO HAS THE 
LAST WORD? 
July 2, 1989 


Background Scripture: Judges | through 


Devotional Reading: Genes i) | 9 


‘*Whatever possessed you to 
do that?"’ My father asked me 
that on at least several occasions 
and I suppose I have asked pretty 
much the same thing of my two 
sons from time to time. I don't 
know that | ever gave my father 
a Satisfactory answer or that my 
sons ever answered it to my satis 
faction 

When you are on the receiving 
end of this question, it seems to 
have no cogent answer. We can 
offer alibis and excuses, but, of 
ten when we have done something 
quite wrong or stupid, we really 
don't know why we did it. General 
ly it is not because we don't know 
any better. Usually we knew 
what we were doing was con 
sidered ‘‘wrong,'’ but somehow 
our own judgement easily rode 
roughshod over that awareness 
Only later, when our folly and 
willfulness had made a mess of 
things were we able to ask our- 
selves the same question: ‘‘What- 
ever possessed me to do that?"’ 


THE FIRST WORD 

After the heady mood of the 
end of the Book of Joshua, Chap- 
ter two of Judges comes as a 
severe disappointment. Now that 
the people of Israel have con 
quered the Promised Land and 
the various tribes settle down in 
their alotted places, things are 
looking up, are they not? They 
should be, but they are not, for 
as the angel of the Lord proclaims 
to them: ‘I brought you up from 
Egypt and brought you into the 
land...1 said, ‘I will never break 
my covenant with you’... But you 


have not obeyed my command 
What is this that you have done?’ 
(Judges 2:1,2) 

There's that terrible question 
again. And they don't have an 
answer cither. The writer tells us 
simply that the people lifted 
up their voices and wept"’ (2:4) 
Just as we cannot explain why we 
disobey God's will, neither could 
they. What makes it so particularly 
hard to understand is that our 
disobedience usually comes $0 
close on the heels of God's prom 
ises and saving acts to us. The 
first word in this running con- 
versation between God and his 
creatures is always the word of 
his promise 


THOSE OTHER GODS 

Unfortunately, our response 
all too often is a silent but none- 
theless telling word of disobedience 
or disloyalty. From our vantage 
point, we can't help wondering 
why the people of Israel would 
forsake God who had done so 
much for them—who led them 
out of Egypt, through the divid 
ed waters of the Red Sea, who 
fed them in the wilderness with 
manna and then led them into 
the Promised Land in victory 

What could the gods of the 
Canaanites, the Baals and Ast 
taroth, offer them? Probably 
the Israelites were attracted by 
the same kinds of things that false 
gods offer us today: the thrill of 
forbidden fruit, unbridled sel 
gratification, salve for our sens 
tive egos, and the lure of ‘‘doin, 
what we please!'’ There is a cu 
rent fascination with evil, Righ 
**dull’’ and! 
centiousness ‘‘fun.’’ We wink 
government officials who le 
a little, steal a little, and cheat 
quite a bit 

Still, just as God has the firs: 
word, he also has the last wor: 
Our refusal to keep the covenan 
is not the end of the story. Neither 
is the judgement of God whict 
comes upon us as a result of ou 
infidelity. In the midst of al 
this comes the last word: ‘Ther 
the Lord raised up judges wh 
saved them out of the power of 
those who plundered them"’ (2 
16). The last word is always God's 
word of redemption

Warning that drowning in 
residential pools is the second 
leading cause of accidental 
death around the home to chil- 
dren under five years of age, 
the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission said the 
marjority of the 630 pool drown- 


the accident. They all were ir 
the pool prior to drownings 

CPSC said that drowning 
happens quickly and without 
warning; there is no cry for 


help. An adult needs to be at 
poolside at all times to give un 
divided attention to children in 
and out of water 

If an adult must leave the pool 
area and another adult cannot 
escort the children 
into the house until the adult 
returns to the pool area. A cord- 
less telephone at poolside will 
eliminate some of these inter- 
ruptions; if the emergency 
number is posted on the phone, 
precious seconds will be saved 
in surmmoning rescue aid in the 
event of an accident

State Will Spend 
$349 Per Second 
In Fiscal 1990 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said July 1, 
19869, is New Year's Day for the 
state's fiscal year 1989. ‘‘And in 
the ten seconds it takes to read 
that sentence, the state will 
spend over $3,490 under the new 
budget,’’ Goldstein said 

Goldstein, whose office col- 
lects the bulk of state revenue, 
offered his own personal per- 
spective of Maryland's 
$10,960,798,672 budget approved 
by the General Assembly for 
fiscal year 1990 

Beginning July 1, Maryland 
will be spending: $913,399,889 
per month, $210,784,590 per 
week, $30,112,084 per day, 
$1,254,670 per hour, $20,911 per 
minute, and $349 per second 

The comptroller told Mary- 
landers that the new fiscal year 
also brings some changes in 
Maryland's tax law. “You may 
have read abut the ‘pizza tax.’ 
But contrary to some reports, 
the new sales and use tax on 
delivered food the General 
Assembly enacted, (which is 
effective July 1, 1989), applies 
not just to pizza, but also to 
other delivered food which is 
prepared for immediate con- 
sumption,"’ Goldstein said 

This new tax applies not just 
to food that is heated and ready 
to ea® but aio toseck Merer as 
sandwiches, salads, deli trays, 
and other foods that are 
specially ordered 

“On the other hand,"’ Gold- 
stein said, ‘effective July 1, the 
law will exempt the sale of wigs 
or hairpieces needed due to 
surgical or medica) treatment, 
such as chemotherapy. Sales to 
nor-profit P.T.A.'’s have also 
been exempted if the item pur- 
chased is to be donated to the 
school." 

A targeted income tax relief 
program goes into effect July | 
and will affect the state income 
tax returns Marylanders will 
file betwen January and April 
of 1990. The program will:

The Office of the State Fire 
Marshal, in conjunction with 
local Fire Prevention Bureaus 
and allied law enforcement 
agencies, will confiscate illegal 
fireworks which are possessed 
with the intention for use or 
listribution in the State of 
Maryland

A 
person found selling or 
distributing fireworks in Mary- 
land may be fined $1,000 

“Fireworks are not toys — in 
fact, they can kill and maim!"

*Approximately one-fourth of 
all fireworks related injuries 
ccur to persons age 10 of 
younger 

The Office of the State Fire 
Marshal recommends the 
following guidelines be followed 
to insure a safe July Fourth 
holiday from fireworks 
injuries 

*Make it a strict family rule 
No illegal fireworks.’ 

*Sparkicns hen used The 
jurisdiction where they are 
allowed, should be used only 
outdoors and away from build 
ing, vehicles, dry grass and 
other flammable objects 

*Sparklers should never be 
pointed or thrown at another 
person 

*Parents should always 
monitor their children closely 
when approved sparklers are 
used. Sparklers burn extremely 
hot and can ignite clothing and 
cause severe burn injuries 

*Families are urged to attend 
licensed public displays instead

selected because they lived 
within chosen postal zones,” 
and misleadingly imply that the 
mailed solicitations ‘‘had 
received special treatment"’ by 
labeling them ‘‘Western 
Express," ‘Telex Notification” 
and “LLU Priority Pack," 
when in fact ‘simple bulk rate 
mailings were used." 

Hensley's promotions mis- 
represented the quality of the 
prizes being offered, for 
example touting ‘‘a motorcycle 
that Consumer Reports states 
had an engine that was ‘more 
common in a chain saw than a 
moped,’ much less a motor- 
cycle,"’ the charges contend.

of film, according to the 
charges 


Among other distortions in 
the solicitations was the sug- 
gestion made to recipients of 
the Mercedes 190E promotion 
that either they or one other 
recipient would win the car, 
thereby implying that they 
“had a 50/50 chance of winning 
the Mercedes,"’ when in fact the 
same solicitation was sent ‘‘to 
thousands of individuals," the 
charges allege 

Under Maryland's Time- 
Sharing Act, no promotional 
device used to sel] time-shares 
may involve elements of chance 
as to the selection or award of 
particular merchandise or 
services, Curran noted 


The solicitations also mis- 
lead consumers into be- 
lieving they have a won a 


major prize “by emphasizing 
and repeating’ information 
about an expensive prize while 
only making mention once of 
the prize they will actually 
receive, the charges contend 

The Statement of Charges 
alleges that Hensley'’s agents, 
in selling the time-shares, give 
potential purchasers a faise 
sense of urgency by stating that 
offers are open for a limited 
time only and/or that the pur- 
chases must be made on the day 
of the individual's visit. In 
addition, the time-share sales 
agents misrepresent the bene- 
fits one is likely to be able to 
obtain through time-share 
exchange programs as well as 
that a time-share ownership has 
investment value 

A booklet published by the 
Hensley Group claims that 
more than 25,000 families a year 
visit Hensley-owned time-share 
developments in Maryland in 
response to the sales pro- 
motions, Curran said. He added 
that to get that kind of response, 
the solicitations would have had 
to have been sent to ten times 
that number of recipients 

The Consumer Protection 
Division will ask an_ inde- 
pendent hearing officer to issix 
an order enjoining Hensley and 
his associates from engaging in 
unfair and deceptive trade 
practices, cease violating the 
State's time-sharing law, and 
pay an undetermined amount of 
restitution to consumers who 
either did not receive the prizes 
they were told they would get or 
were improperly induced to 
purchase a time-share in one of 
Hensley's condominium 
projects 

A public hearing on the 
charges against Hensley will be 
scheduled. Persons with

Farmers All Across Maryland Are 
Singing The ‘‘Rainy Day Blues” 


“Rain, rain, go away; come 
again another day ."’ 

Who would have thought that 
just one season after the record- 
breaking drought of 1988 
farmers across Maryland 
would be repeating this old 
child's ditty’ But after one of 
the wettest Mays on record 
June in Maryland has also been 
abnormally wet giving 
normally optimistic farmers a 


reason to worry about this 
year's crops 

And with the rain continuing 
almost daily, interspersed with 


short periods of hot, humid, 
hazy weather, farmers from the 
mountains of Western Mary- 


land to the state’s Eastern 
Shore are worried and con- 
cerned. No crop has been 
spared. All across the area, hay 
and other forage crops have 
been lost or have become overly 
mature while waiting for the 
ground to dry enough to support 
tractors and machinery on the 
fields. Corn has rotted, tobacco 
is yellow, and vegetables are 
not growing. Small grains, 
normally off by now to allow a 
crop of soybeans to be planted, 
have been reported down and 
sprouting in some areas. On top 
of all this, conditions have been 
perfect for insects and disease

Statistics Service Statistician 
Carroll Homann says reports as 
of June 19 are not so grim, but 
added, “We need less rain.” 
These reports show % percent 
of the corn is planted in Mary- 
land, only three percent behind 
1988; 56 percent of the soybeans 
planted, 16 percent behind last 
year, with a five-year average 
of 68 percent on that date; first- 
cutting alfalfa is 87 percent cut, 
only nine percent behind the 
five-year average; and three 
percent of the alfalfa hay has 
been cut the second time. Other 
hay, which is normally 80 to 8 
percent cut by now, is 61 
percent harvested. 

University of Maryland 
Extension Agents all across the 
state, however, argue with 
these figures. Agricultural 
Extension Agent in Garrett 
County, Jim Simms, says this 
area is ‘‘extremely wet."’ 
Simms estimates that 90 per- 
cent of the corn has been 
planted, but harvesting forage 
has been a big problem. ‘“‘It's 
been extremely difficult to get 
any hay off so a second crop can 
grow,” said Simms. “First 
cutting hay is becoming 
extremely mature and dropping 
quality,” he added. 

“Insects are on a rampage,” 
Simms says. He told of one 
farmer in the northern end of 
the county who lost 35 acres of 
corn to cutworms in three days. 
In Garrett County, the high 
elevation can bring the first fall 
frost anytime after the end of 
August (a frost hit the area on 
July 1 last year severely 
damaging corn and other 
crops), making a decision to 
replant a corn crop at this date 
questionable. 

“Slugs have been very bad 


because of wet conditions,” he 


said, “and there is an epidemic 
of alfalfa weevil."” The alfalfa 
has also been hit by a lot of 
disease this year, says Simms. 
“We've found Phytophthora 
Root Rot, Bacterial Leaf Spot, 
Verticilium Wilt, and Sclerotina 
Wilt, and there is nothing to 
treat them with. Nothing can be

Moving east to Frederick 
County, Extension Agent Terry 
Poole reports that hay quality is 
very poor. What has been cut 
has been rained on. The wheat 
and barley harvest is down 
because of disease. Soybean 
and corn planting has been 
delayed. There are slugs in the 
no-till corn. About 17 percent of 
the corn had to be replanted 
after the first planting rotted in 
the field. Weeds are growing in 
the corn due to breakthrough 
which occurs when cool, wet 
weather slows growth and the 
effect of the herbicide runs out 
allowing weeds to break 
through. “Over all, it stinks!" 
Poole says. 


«In Sputhern Maryland, 


Charlies County's Travis 
McPherson says planting has 
been a problem and farmers in 
his county are still behind. Five 
percent of the corn was not 
planted as of June 2. Fifty 
percent of the soybeans are 
planted and 65 to 70 percent of 
the tobacco transplants are in 
“Tobacco looks yellow,” he 
said. “It's over rained, and 
tobacco, expecially that planted 
on sandy land, is what we call 
‘sand drowned’."’ 

Approximately 10 percent of 
the hay has not been harvested 
yet, and will probally be cut soa 
second growth can come, the 
Extension agent reports. In

McPherson says that this 
year there is a problem with 
slugs in places there was no 
problem before. However, he 
thinks that some other insects 
are not as prevalent as usual, 
especially those that depend on 
warm soil temperatures to 
emerge. 

Farmers on the Eastern 
Shore have not been spared 
“Queen Anne's County has been 
hit pretty hard," says Exten- 
sion Agent Paul Gunther. He 
says there is a 40 percent reduc- 
tion in corn acreage because 
farmers just couldn't get on the 
ground to get it planted. “Some 
farmers have not one grain of 
corn in the ground,"’ Gunther 
said. In a three day period, 
from June 2] to 23, 1 1/2 to 5 1/2 
inches of rain fell in that area of 
the state 

“Most farmers lost their first 
cutting alfalfa, and a few have 
the second cutting on the 
ground, wet.'’ Gunther said. He 
said that there is corn borer in 
the early corn. However, most 
of the corn was planted late and 
he thinks that late corn will 
probably fare better 

Most of the wheat and barley 
is not harvested, as farmers, 
again, are having trouble 
getting on the ground. In the oat 
fields, stalks have fallen down 
and the grain is sprouting, 
Gunther says. “Things are not 
going well, overall,” he con- 
cludes 

In Talbot County, Extension 
Agent Donald Osburn says, 
“The water table is up and the 
soil is saturated. There's no 
place for the water wo dram 
While Richard Seely, a Caroline 
County Extension agent, says 
the wet weather is causing 
disease in small grain crops, 
weeds and insect infestations 
Corn and soybean plantings are 


problem," Seely said. ‘‘They 
(farmers) can't get their field 
work done. It could cost them a

Alarming statewide increases 
in the number of babies born 
with confirmed or suspected 
congenital syphilis are being re- 
ported to the Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH). Since January 1989, 
eight cases have been con 
firmed with 21 suspected cases 
currently being investigated. In 
the period from 1980 to 1986, 
there were only two confirmed 
cases of congenital syphilis re- 
ported. There were seven con- 


‘tized cases reporded for all of, 


last year. 

“Babies infected with syphilis 
before birth can suffer from 
brain damage, physical de- 
formity, premature birth, or 
even death,"’ said Dr. Diane 
Matuszak, chief of the DHMH 
Center for Community Epi- 
demioology. ‘‘This is why it it is 
so vitally important that women 
who know or suspect they are 
pregnant see a doctor to protect 
their child."’ 

Blood tests done by a doctor 
can show the presence of 
syphilis so that a pregnant 
woman can get medicine early 
and protect her baby. Of the 
eight mothers whose babies 
were born with congenital 
syphilis, only two had a blood 
test done before her baby was 
born 

If a woman cannot afford to 
pay a private physician, she 
may go to a local health depart- 
ment Maternity Clinic where 
the cost will be determined by 
the patient's ability to pay. “No 
one will be turned away at these 
clinics,"’ said Dr. Russell Moy 
of the DHMH Division of 
Maternal Health and Family 
Planning 

As syphilis cases continue to 
climb in young people, so do the 
number of babies born with 
diagnosed congenital syphilis 
While Baltimore City has re- 
ported a 48%, decline in syphilis 
(42 cases for the first quarter of 
1989 compared to 80 cases for 
the same period in 1988), other 
areas of the state are reporting 
an overall increase of 51% (121 
cases for first quarter 1989 
versus 80 cases for first quarter 
1988 ) 

Physicians are reminded that 
Maryland State Law requires a 
serologic (blood) test for 
syphilis (STS) be performed 
during the first and third 
trimesters of pregnancy. Dr 
Matuszak recommends that a 
woman presenting to the 
hospital in labor, with no 
history of prenatal care, should 
have an STS performed at de- 
livery. In those high risk situ 
ations, hospitals should ensure 
that laboratories be equipped to 
do rapid plasma reagin (RPR) 
screening on an emergency 
basis so that reactive blood 
specimens are identified before 
mother and baby dis 
charged

Mikulski 
was also an original sponsor of 
that bill 


Mikulski said, ‘‘The ABC Bill 
will help over one million kids 
by providing vouchers to low 
and moderate-income families 
to pay for care. It helps parents 
locate and choose safe child 
care in their communities. And 
it will help protect our children 
by establishing basic safety 
standards, so that we can pre- 
vent tragedies like Jessica 
McClure's from happening 
again 

‘Child care is not just a 
family issue it's also a 
business issue. This bill is pro- 
family and pro-business. It's a 
smart investment for 
employers and the country. I'm 
tired to seeing more parking 
spots for cars than day care 
slots for kids. We will now be 
able to do better in providing 
adequate child care,’’ she 
added 

As a member of the House of 
Representatives, Sen. Mikulski 
sponsored the Child Care Infor- 
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THE REPUBLICAN, 


mation and Referral Services 
Act, passed as part of the 
Human Services Amendments 
in 1964. The program authorizes 
funding for new or improved 
existing child care information 
and referral clearinghouses 

Currently, out of six million 
employers nationwide, only 
about 750 employers provide on- 
site day care, and only 3,500 
employers provide their 
employees with any other kind 
of child care assistance, mostly 
limited to information and 
referral 

There are 19 million working 
mothers nationwide, 380,000 of 
them in Maryland. Fifty-eight 
thousand Maryland children 
under five live in poverty, yet 
only 8,745 received child care 
assistance last year. The ABC 
Bill will provide about $20 
million for child care in Mary- 
land, more than doubling the 
amount of funds currently

Mountain Fresh 
Joins In WIC 
Pilot Program 


Mountain Fresh Producers 
will join in a state effort to link 
farmers’ markets with the 
Women, Infants and Children 
(WIC) program this year, 
according to Mountain Fresh 
Coordinator Criss Kepple 

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer recently announced 
that Maryland will be one of 10 
states to participate in the fed- 
eral pilot project. ‘‘I 
pleased to learn 
Maryland's application for 
$52,200 was approved by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture,’ Schaefer 
said The approval means 
thousands of WIC recipients in 
Baltimore City and seven coun- 
ties will each receive coupons 
they can redeem at farmers’ 
markets for fresh fruits and 
vegetables 

‘The coupons, valued at $10, 
will be issued once during the 
summer to each qualified WIC 
participant. The coupons are 
valid in July and August when 
there is a large variety of local 
produce available. The pro 
gram will operate, in addition to 
Garrett County in Anne 
Arundel, Charles, Dorchester, 
Harford, Montgomery, and St 
Mary's counties, as well as in 
Baltimore City 

A variety of state agencies 
and the Maryland Food Com- 
mittee tearned up for this proj- 
ect,”’ the governor continued

educational efforts aimed at the 
recipients through its 
Expanded Food Nutrition Edu- 
cation Program (EFNEP) 

The farm market managers 
will collect the coupons from 
farmers who have sold fruits 
and vegetables to the WIC 
recipients. The Maryland Food 
Committee will act as the clear 
ing and accounting house for 
coupons and issue checks to the 
farmers 

Coupons will be issued in one

They are the team behind the 
scenes: responsible for carving 
out an area in the wilderness for 
competitors and spectators to 
view the competition, and 
responsible for returning the 
area to its natural state after 
the end of the '89 World's White- 
water Canoe/Kayak Champion- 
ships 

They are the Maryland Con- 
servation Corps teens who have 
worked at the Savage River 
race site since 1964. A group of 
29 youths, age 16 to age 19, 
worked to protect the 
ecosystem of the area, and 
make the competition acces- 
sible to spectators and athletes. 

The Corps has put the site in 
order by: stabilizing the shore- 
line to prevent erosion from 
heavy pedestrian traffic; build- 
ing start and finish platforms; 
improving trails to observation 
towers; applying wood preser- 
vative to the wooden tower 
structures; mulching the 
logging road for vehicle access; 
improving boat ramps to the 
Savage River Reservoir; laying 
stone trails; constructing foot- 
bridges; grooming shoreline 
vegetation; improving drain- 
age of forest roads; carving out 
trails on both sides of the river 
and areas for exhibition sites; 
Stringing one and a quarter 
miles of telephone lines; 

installing stairway and safety 
fences; serving as volunteer in- 
formation guides; and main- 
taining the site during competi- 
tion weekends. 

“They basically did every- 
thing except build the bridges, 
the Corps of Army engineers 
did that,’’ said Marilyn 
Harmon, public relations 
coordinator for the Maryland 
Conservation Corps 

‘We've worked here four dif- 
ferent summers and everything 
was built by hand,"’ explained 
Russ Alexander, field coordi- 
nator. ‘‘We must have laid over 
200 tons of woodchips, helped 
with the garbage, basically, 
anything that needed done, we 
did it 

‘Most of the team felt pretty 
good about working with white- 
water events and felt honored. 
Theyeseally dif?.an exceptiona) 
job. They were basically under 
pressure and did great under 
the pressure. Usually we work 
with them for a couple of weeks 
before we start into the heavy 
work, but this year, we shoved 
right into it,"’ he said. ‘‘They did 
a fantastic job, especially for 
being under so much pressure.” 

Whitewater Championships, 
Inc., treated the Corps mem- 
bers to a raft trip down the 
Savage River on Friday, June 
23 

“Eight of them actually went 
on the trip. They really enjoyed 
it. Some were kind of nervous at 
first, but they really liked it 
Their only gripe was that it was 
too short. Of course, it was so 
foggy, it made it hard to see, so 
that was a problem, too," 
Alexander said 

Harmon explained that the 
Corps members obtain job 
training skills, how to inter- 
view, how to keep a job, how to 
handle bank accounts and other 
skills by working with the 
Corps. This also helps them to 
learn skills to get the next job 

“Some of them have dropped 
out of school, some are grad- 
uating and aren't sure yet what 
they are going to do. This gives 
therm better skills and we try to 
encourage them to go back to 
school,"’ she said

The community the 
power to turn a rural school 
system around, especially in 
the absence of a fair share of 
the education dollar, conferees 
heard at Maryland's first Rural 
Schools Conference, June 26-27

its 1989 legislative 
the Maryland General 
Assembly passed several laws 
giving the Department of 
Human Resources more legal 
recourse in protecting children 
from physical and sexual abuse 
and neglect. Among other 
measures, these laws offer 
protection to children from 
those most likely to harm them 

“The General Assembly took 
a tremendous step by passing 
these laws, which will help 
clarify what constitutes abuse 
and the department's respon- 
sibilities in protecting 
children,’ said Acting Sec- 
retary Carolyn W. Colvin. ‘‘The 
parameters are more defined 
regarding what the agency can 
do by law,"’ she said

Senate Bill 211 requires 
criminal background checks 
from state police and FBI files 
for potential adoptive parents, 
adult relatives with whom DHR 
places a child, family day care 
providers and others residing in 
that home.

VA Home Loan 
Rate Lowered 


The Department of Veterans 
Affairs (VA) has announced a 
reduction in its maximum home 
loan interest rate from 10.5 per- 
cent to 10 percent, effective 
June 5 

In announcing the change, VA 
Secretary Edward J. Derwinski 
said, ‘“‘Our action reflects con- 
tinued investor confidence in 
the economy as well as current 
financial market conditions in 
which investors are willing to 
accept lower yields on long- 
term investments." 

The lower rate, the first 
change made by VA since it was 
elevated to a Cabinet-level de- 
partment on March 15, 1989, 
means that payments on a 
typical VA home loan of $75,000 
will be $335 less annually 

The last change in the VA 
interest rate occurred on 
December 19, 1988, when it went 
up from 10 percent to 10.5 per-
